There is a diversity of opinion as to 
the profit in uaiug commercial fcrtilt- 
aert, most U which sire mineral. Thi* 
difference ia opinion us to value be leg 
hailed on trpcvienco shows that It ia 
mainly a question of how mineral ma¬ 
nures ore used. Those who apply min- 
erai manure* to grow grain crops, with¬ 
out seeding either to clover or gras*, 
flud that while the grain crop may tem¬ 
porarily he profitable-it loads to such 
deterioration of soil fertility that the 
land become* too poor for any profitable 
Use. Dot wlicn Iheso mineral fertilizers 
ore applied ia ccshretioo with arable 
manun « and aro mode to grow ronovut- 
ing crops Ihe result is cot only an im¬ 
mediate profit In their use, bat increase 
cf fertility. 

In tbo early histoiy of fanning in 
thia country mineral manures were Ut¬ 
ile used. On the uewly cleared lands 
there was for a comber ot year* an ca¬ 
nes cf potash, which modo upplicatioa 
of this minorul unnecessary. By and by 
came an cm cf poor crops end Ihe lic¬ 
et 'n»y rf resetting to clover an:l miner- 
nl fertilizer*. These should go together. 
Each npploments the other, according 
to American Cultivator, authority fur 
the following: It ■* a mistake to sup¬ 
pose that mineral fertilizers net only os 
siimnlauts. They will Indoed enable 
poor toil to grow grain crop* for n few 
years, but it Is by furnishing the kind 
1 ami umoant of miueral plant fr««l that 
Ihe grain crop needs. The plant cau 
only bo mndo to grow rapidly by being 
fed with nutrition in its most available 
form. Tho fertility in the noil unused is 
I ao much dead capital. Tho amount of 
uuproduotivo capital looked up in fer¬ 
tility that is not available is enormous 
cn every farm. 

To a ccusidcrnblo extent thia cannot 
be avoided. Stable manure must <L-com¬ 
pose be fore their fertility can be used. 
Most of tho commercial fertiliters are 
quick acting. Their value is largely for 
iho first crop. Wfceu Iheso commercial 
fertilizers uro npplied with stable ma¬ 
nure, they hasten the action of that 
also. It i* also, a fact (but Iho stable 
manure mnki-sihocomuu'rciul fertiliser, 
especially if mineral, more permanent. 

! Ono class of mineral fertiliser is mc-ro 
effective than any other, especially 
where qalek growth ia desired. This is 
nitrate of stylo, which is now very 
largely used by market gardener* for 
starting early crops, Combined with 
stable manure it bus tears it* decompoai-
